ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH  FOR  THE  YEAR  1969 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  19th  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  being  a report  on  the  health  of  the  Urban  District  in 

1969. 


The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  population  for  the  raid-year 
1969  was  ?390,  an  increase  of  60  in  comparison  with  the  previous  year. 

In  noting  the  trend  of  the  population  some  interest  may  be  obtained  in

The  Urban  District  area  in  acres  remains  static.  The  number  of  Council 
Houses  is  200. 

The  number  of  Births  within  the  District  was  A3  while  the  number  of 
Deaths  was  35 • There  was  no  death  due  to  Tuberculosis  and  only  one  case 
was  notified,  a female  aged  63. 

No  epidemics  of  any  character  appeared  among  the  inhabitants,  and  the 
Urban  District  community  again  enjoyed  a commendable  degree  of  good  health. 
For  such  favourable  circumstances,  appreciation  is  felt  for  the  recommendable 
work  of  colleagues  in  General  Practice,  District  Midwife  and  Health  Visitor 
together  with  all  voluntary  workers  in  the  Clinic. 

The  Report  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector  is  included  for  which 
appreciation  is  recorded  for  his  co-operation  and  satisfactory  procedure 
in  maintaining  a recommendable  hygienic  standard  within  the  District.  It 
is  recommended  that  his  observations  on  Public  Conveniences  be  noted.  It 
would  be  appreciated  if  the  Council  maintained  a keen  interest  in  this 
aaenity  aind  if  vandalism  persists  and  resulting  in  expensive  destruction, 
it  could  be  questioned  whether  one  single  toilet  suite  manned  by  a Care- 
taker and  closed  during  the  winter  months  would  be  the  answer  in  the  future, 
as  far  as  a highly  desirable  satisfactory  amenity  is  concerned.  Year  after 
year  there  is  evidence  of  more  people  visiting  and  going  through  this 
delightful  gateway  to  the  Isle  of  Anglesey.  ■■  Tourism  is  on  the  increase 
everywhere  and  this  particular  facility  is  the  first  observation  of  the 
public.  Good  satisfactory  facilities  always  prove  most  welcome  and  reflexes 
on  the  industry  and  interest  of  a Council. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  the  Clerk  and  his  staff  for  a most  sincere 
and  pleasing  co-operation  in  all  matters  concerning  the  health  environment  of 
the  District . Also  I v/ish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Chairman  and 
members  of  the  Health  and  Housing  Committees  for  their  interest,  confidence 
and  pleasant  co-operation.

These  services  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  by  General 
Practitioners  in  the  District. 


Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis 

B.C.G,  vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  Chest  Physician  in 
collaboration  with  the  County  Medical  Officer  and  his  staff.  The  scheme 
provides  for  the  vaccination  of  new  born  infants  born  into  tuberculous 
households  and  of  tuberculin  negative  contacts  of  known  cases.

The  following  is  my  report  for  the  year  1969. 

Refuse  Collection 

Aweekly  collection  of  refuse  was  maintained  throughout  the  year  from 
all  properties  within  the  Urban  District.  Few  problems  in  administration 
of  the  service  arose. 

Refuse  Disposal 

The  refuse  tip,  situated  at  Re fail  Newydd,  continues  to  cause  concern. 
Tipping  space  becomes  ever  more  restricted  and  although  attempts  at 
control  are  constantly  made,  the  lack  of  covering  material  and' 
mechanisation  renders  much  of  the  work  completely  ineffective.  By 
the  end  of  I969  preparatory  work  on  the  new  refuse  tip  at  Penhesgyn 
Gors  was  well  in  hand  and  the  tip  is  expected  to  be  in  use  early  in 
1970.  This  new  tip  is  being  provided  and  operated  as  a result  of  a 
joint  scheme  involving  Beaumaris  Borough  Council,  Aethwy  R.D.C.  and 
Menai  Bridge  U.D.C.  Facilities  for  tipping  will,  it  is  estimated, 
satisfy  the  needs  of  these  parts  of  the  Island  for  many  years. 

Sewerage  8c  Sewage  Disposal 

No  major  alterations  took  place  during  the  year.  No  problems  arose 
regarding  the  four  crude  sewage  outfalls  which  discharge  to  the  Menai 
Strait  but  nevertheless,  design  work  continued  on  the  nev;  Sewerage  & 
Sewage  Disposal  Scheme,  and  discussions  continued  with  the  varous 
bodies  having  an  interest  in  the  proposed  new  outfall  to  the  Strait. 

Public  Conveniences 

Of  the  two  sets  of  public  conveniences  in  the  Town,  one,  situated  in 
Wood  Street  continues  to  be  a problem  due  to  its  inadequacy  and  poor 
structural  condition.  The  other  sed  has  been  maintained  in  a clean 
and  satisfactory  condition  despite  several  acts  of  vandalism.  The 
new  public  conveniences  adjoining  the  new  library  are,  at  the  end  of 
1969»  well  advanced  in  construction  and  will,  it  is  hoped,  be  ready, 
for  use  in  early  1970. 


Food  Hygiene 


Hotels,  cafes  and  food  premises  have  been  inspected  during  the  year, 
but  it  is  hoped  considerably  more  time  will  be  available  in  future 
so  that  this  important  work  can  be  tackled  in  a more  systematic  and 
thorough  manner. 

Food  Condemnations 

During  the  year  the  following  foodstuffs  were  surrendered  to  me  and 
after  inspection,  certificates  of  unsoundness  were  issued.  The  total 
weight  involved  was  163  lbs  ozs  consisting  of  153  lbs  ozs  tinned 

meats  and  10  lbs  cheese. 

Ice  Cream 

By  far  the  bulk  of  ice  cream  sold  within  the  District  is  prepacked, 
the  small  amount  of  unpacked  being  sold  by  mobile  vendors.  It  is 
hoped  that  more  time  will  be  available  for  routine  bacteriological 
sampling  in  future  than  hitherto . 

Rodent  Control 


Rodent  control  in  domestic  properties  continued  to  be  carried  out  by 
the  Council's  rodent  operator.  Control  on  the  Council’s  refuse  tip 
and  in  public  sewers  continues  to  be  carried  out  by  a private  company 
on. a contract  basis. 

Factories  Act 

The  number  of  factories  in  v;hich  Section  1-6  are  enforced  by  the 
Local  Authority  remained  at  sixteen.  Ten  inspections  were  made,  no 
defects  of  praticular  note  v/ere  found. 

Office,  Shops  & Railway  Premises 

Regular  inspections  of  the  76  registered  premises  continued  during 
the  year. 

Swimming  Pool 


There  is  no  swimming  pool  within  the  District.  A small  children's 
paddling  pool  is  situated  on  the  Belgian  Promenade  and  maintained 
during  the  summer  months. 

V/ater  Supplies 

All  houses  in  the  built-up  area  of  the  District  are  served  by  a mains 
water  supply  provided  by  the  Anglesey  County  Council  There  are  a few 
properties  in  the  outlying  areas  which  rely  on  wells  and  springs. 

Building  Control 

Inspections  required  by  the  Building  Regulations  are  carried  out  by 
the  Department,  there  being  6 new  properties  erected  during  the  year. 

Petroleum  Storage 

Eight  premises  were  licensed  for  the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit  during 
the  year,  the  total  amount  of  petrol  stored  in  the  Town  being  41,500 
gallons.  Some  of  the  tanks  are  believed  to  be  over  twenty  years  old 
and  testing  will  need  to  be  carried  out  in  future  years  to  verify  their 
good  condition  before  renewal  of  licenses.  There  are  also  several 
derelict  petrol  tanks  and  arrangements  are  being  made  to  have  these 
rendered  as  safe  as  possible  or  removed. 


General
